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EPA HAS SIX KEY TARGETS 


In a recent article in the Environmental Compliance 
Alert it was noted that both Congress and the Bush 
administration want to prove that they are 
protecting the environment. The Environmental 
Protection Agency’s (EPA) enforcement budget has 
been increased by $5.4 million in addition to the 
$503 million President Bush requested for the 
Environmental Police. 


As part of this initiative, the EPA has specified six 
target areas that inspectors will be looking at: 


1. Toxic Release Inventory Reports. 


2. Emission compliance certifications required 
under Title V operating permit rules. 


3. Adherence to discharge permit limits, as well as 
monitoring and reporting requirements. 


4. Hazardous waste management (labeling and 
inspection). 


5. Stormwater permit compliance at industrial 
facilities and construction activities on parcels 
one acre and larger. 


6. Emergency response reports, especially for 
ammonia.

Based on well-founded scientific standards, 
LEED emphasizes state of the art strategies for 
sustainable site development, water savings, energy 
efficiency, materials selection and indoor 
environmental quality. LEED _ recognizes 
achievements and promotes expertise in green 
building through a comprehensive system offering 
project certification, professional accreditation, 
training and practical resources.

In addition to the materials and design of Terminal “A” lease 
agreements with Concession/Retail Fit Out leases will have to 
stipulate compliance with the LEED requirements. All 
concession/retails spaces must comply with the following criteria: 


e Low VOC adhesives and sealants 

e Low VOC paints and coatings 

e Low emitting carpets 

e Formaldehyde free composite wood 

e Forest Stewardship Criteria Certified wood 
e Recycled Contents materials 

e Local regional materials 


These criteria are included in the Request for Proposals for the 
concessions/retails for Terminal “A”’.

Additionally, OSD administers: printing, fleet operations, surplus 
personal property disposition and operates the Commonwealth 
Procurement Access & Solicitation System (Comm-PASS). Comm- 
PASS is a Web-based system that facilitates access to bids, contracts 
and other procurement related information. Anyone, including 
eligible buyers and current and potential suppliers, may access this 
site that supports the Commonwealth of Massachusetts’ policy to 
conduct "best value" procurements in a fair and open manner. 


The Comm-PASS system has information on Facilities and 
Environmental Services contracts that are available to Massport and 
tenants. These services range from collection of fluorescent bulbs to 
pest control services. A complete list of service contracts can be 
found on the OSD web page by going to http://mass.gov and selecting 
the Operational Services Division from the State agency list.

Composting 


Composting is easy. A compost 
pile can be set up in the corner of 
a yard. A level spot ranging from 
3 feet to 5 feet square near a water 
source and out of direct sunlight 
should be chosen. Clear the area 
of sod and grass. A compost bin 
can be built of chicken wire, scrap 
wood, or cinder blocks. There 
should be enough room so that air 
can reach the pile, and leaving 
one side removable makes it 
easier to tend the pile. 


Start the pile with a 4inch layer 
of leaves, loose soil or other 
coarse yard trimmings. Alfalfa 
meal or clean cat litter can be 
added to the pile to absorb odors. 
In dry weather, sprinkle the pile 
with water. Turn the pile every 
few weeks to circulate the air and 
distribute the moisture evenly. 


Many foods can be composted, 
including vegetable trimmings, 
eggshells, coffee grounds with 
filters, and tea bags. You can also 
compost vacuum cleaner lint, 
wool and cotton rags, sawdust, 
shredded newspaper, and 
fireplace ashes in addition to 
grass, yard clippings, and leaves. 
If you are composting food scraps 
mix them with yard trimmings 
when you add them to the pile. 
Do not compost meats, dairy 
foods, or any fats, oil, or grease 
because they can attract pests. 


The compost will take about 3 to 
6 months to turn to a dark 
crumbly material that is uniform 
in texture. Spread it in the garden 
or yard beds or use as potting soil.
